He does not seem all that well informed on 
existing programs and procedures (he mentioned having to 
get a briefing on what PRM-30 was all about”)* *» d has many 
preconceived, and I would guess, mistaken notions about the 
nature of the problem. Allowing for a lengthy phone call he 
had with his office at the outset, and for much initial 
listening on our part, we did not get very much into the 
substance of international terrorism with him. Our comments 
were essentially low-key -- cautioning him on the limitations 
of statistics on terrorist incidents, and emphasizing the 
uniqueness of much terrorist activity and most incident 
management situations he would be reviewing.
